A dispatch from Port Arthur gave 


twenty as the number of Japanese 
transports reported as having been 
sighted steaming In the direction of 
Yln-Kow. the seaport of New-Chwnng. 
Officials of the general staff, while 
having no Information In this respect, 
•would not be surprised If tho number 
should turn out to lie correct or even 
that a larger number

tho Yalu river. The Russian outposts 
are now. on Islands of the river close 
to- the Japanese outposts, which are 
preparing to retire.

a siege and fall of Port Arthur are 
unfounded. 


Prevent Japanese Landing. 


An attempted landing by Japanese 


troops on the whores of Corea bay, 
between Port Arthur and the 
Yalu 


river, April 11', was frustrated by the 
Russians. A Japanese torpedo boat 
flotilla scouted the shores of the bay, 
hut was received with such u heavy 
fire from land batteries at Taku-Shan, 
Chlng-Tal-THo, Tchanhe and lledzlno 
that It retired.

With liquor, Mamie Slevln, aged I", 
led a mob of rioters who gave the 
police reserves of the West Forty-sev- 
enth street station the fiercest light 
they ever look part In.

turned out-to inlet, the bluet-outs and 
hurled at 
them 
hrlcklmta, kitchen 


utensils and every available mlsxlle. 


Savage ns tho rioters were, the po- 


lice would have mummed them had 
It not been for their loader. 
Time 


and time again the rioting men and 
women would havo retreated before 
the night sticks and revolver butts 
of the police If Mamli; Slevln had not 
rallied them. 


The riot was rausod by a man Hay- 


ing something to the Slevln girl that 
offended 
her. 
He 
was 
promptly 


thrown out of her home. Later he re- 
turned with a revolver and fired at 
the girl and her friends. 


The shots attracted the police, who 


surrounded tho house. 
Mamie 
saw 


them and became terribly enraged. 
She sallied forth and was dually ar- 
rested after being terribly beaten by 
the policemen's clubs. 


In addition to the Slevln plrl, sev- 


eral of the rioters, known as 
the 


"Smoky Row gang," were locked up.

A NUMBER OF COUNTIES IN DOUBT 


La Follettclsm received a . severe 


loitlng yesterday In 
tho 
caucuses 


which wero held not only In Hock 
county .but all over the state. 
We, 


carried Dane county, his homo coun- 
ty, by a small majority, and It Is 
jpenly acknowledged that tho demo- 
crats paid thelu obligations to his 
•ohorts for attempting to turn the 
county over to them by voting Bol- 
dly for the governor. 
Taking it all 


in all It was a decided conservative 
victory and the campaign for dole- 
Bates to the state convention has 
opened most bright for the anti-La 
Follette element all over the state. 


Out of thu seventeen counties that 


have thus far held tholfl caucuses 
the conservative element has 
won 


delegations In twelve of them, with 
two counties. Ashland and Mariiuctte, 
In doubt and claimed by both sides, 
either hi part or whole. La Folletto 
thus far has C7 delegates and the an- 
ti-La Follette delegates will number 
158. 
Eighteen'delegates are still In 


doubt and may. be added today to 
either list. In plain words the band 
wagon against the rule of La Follette, 
state officials, game wardens and oil 
Inspectors, 1ms begun and the admin- 
istration forces are forty-seven dele- 
gates behind the number they were 
for the same counties two years ago. 
Today Marlnetto, Wlnnebago, 
Chip- 


pewa, and Door counties hold. their 
caucuses. The two doubtful counties 
Ashland and Marauette, are. both 
elal.m«-»l by tho consen-aijved 
;in 


Mnrquette a recount will 
probably 


give the nine delegates to the anti- 
forces while the state central com- 
mittee will doubtless give the vote to 
IM Follette. although a tie Is now 
claimed. 
Both these counties went 


strong for La Follette two.,, years 
ago. 
Kail Claire county Is conceded 


to the La Follette eleincnt, although 
It Is possible that one district has 
been carried by the conservative ele- 
ment which would split the delega- 
tion.

A comparison of the result of the 


caucuses to date with the vote of 
two years ago shows that Gov. La 
Follette has met with 
considerable 
losses. 
Up to date, caucuses havo 


been held In sixteen counties. 
Tho 


result In Ashland and Marqnctte is 
still In doubt, and these counties are 
not considered In the comparison. Of 
these Ashland will probably bo 
for 


La Follette and Marquottc for the 
opposition. The returns of one dis- 
trict In Kaii Claire county arc still 
Incomplete, but both districts have 
been figured In the La Follette col- 
umn, giving the governor a gain ol 
nine delegates over two years ago. 
In the other thirteen, counties, how- 
ever, ho mot with losses In five.- In 
Rock foe cnri-ledi the first dltlfct 
two years ago. but-he lost it yester- 
day. 
.The entire county Is solidly 


against him. In Manltowoc the dele- 
gation will be for Daensch. a loss of 
seventeen votes for La Follette, as 
compared with two years ago. He al- 
so lost one vote In Jefferson. 
Lin- 


coln county two years ago was for 
tho governor; this year It Is against 
him.

doing. The Wall 


street paper seems to have tho best 
of the argument and offers the fol- 
lowing by way of. defense. 


"Some weeks ago we criticised the 


operations of the National Economic 
League against socialism, 
on 
the 


ground that the movement was real- 
ly making capital for socialism 
in- 


stead of defeating It. Some of our 
friends who have supported tho Nat 
lonal Kconomlc League, have found 
fault with us for our criticism. We 
Btlil believe that the movement Is un- 
wise. and we find considerable evi- 
dence In suport of- our contention in 
the columns of socialist papers. 


A 
paper 
called 
"The 
Worker," 


printed and circulated In New York 
City, has an article on the League In 
Its issue of April lOlli. The article 
by the way, charges that the League 
movement. Is . partly, 
"grafti," Wo 


need not, of course, waste any time 
on this point, because even If the 
charge were true, It would not benr 
on 
the ' question at Issue. "Tlic 


Worker" soys, however: 


"Working men, when you see bank 


era and manufacturers and rich oM 
party politicians spending money to 
provide you with 
free ' literature 


against socialism, do you think that 
they do it out of pure 
generosity 


and good will to you. 'or do you think 
they have their own 
ax to grind? 


And since these men. who are organ- 
ized In trusts anil In employers' as- 
sociations to lower your wages and 
raise the prices of your food arc also 
organized to tlflght socialism, does It 
not seem likely that socialism Is a 
goad thing for you. and Isn't it worth 
your while to give socialism a little 
careful study?" 


This argument has been used by 


quite a number of socialist papers, 
and It Is undoubtedly a very strong 
aigumcnt in the eyes of the readers 
of these papers. We believe It 
is 


quite safe to say that for every one 
person converted wholly or partially 
from socialism by tho publications or 
the efforts of the National Kconomlc 
League, two are converted to social 
ism and many are confirmed In soc- 
ialism. Little can be accomplished 
by the circulation of literature .such 
as that put by the National Economic 
League for only a small portion of 
It can reach the minds of 
those 


whom It Is desired to convert. On 
the 'other hand the advertising of the 
nemos of financiers and what 
the 


socialists call "\Vall-Strcet-.Men" 
in 


support of such a movement, cannot 
fall to make capital for its oppon- 
ents. 


One of the strongest obstacles In
